By Telegraph to the Post-Dreratcu. 

CITY OF MEXICO, July 21.—The long threat- 
ened war bas broken out between Guatemala 
and Salvador, according to official advices re- 
celved from the new confidential agent of the 
Frovislonal Government of San Salvador, 
Senor Geronimo Pou, who arrived here Sat- 
urday night from San Salvador. It began 
without the usual formalities of a declara- 
tion of war, and for his country Senor Pou 
claims the first victory. 

„Before left San Salvador,“ said Senor 
Pou, war was threatened with Gautamala, 
and that it has come assoon as it has, should 
not be surprising to any one who understands 
the political situation of the two republics. 
San Salvador has stood upon the defensive; 
Guatemala has chosen to intertere in our do- 
mestic politics by trying to put into powera 
President not ourown free choice. We sent 
forces to the frontier to repel any attempted 
invasion of San Salvador, and it appears by 
my telegrams that they were needed there. 
On the 5th lust, we had 9,000 well equipped men 
along the Rio Paz, but I believe there are now 
fuily 16,000 along the frontier. I understand 
the Guatamala forces number 20,000. 

FROM THE FIELD OF BATTLE. 

Senor Pou has telegrams from Gen. Ezeta, 
which In substance are as follows: 

„In the field, July 17,—The Guatemalan 
forces under command of Gen. Villavicencio 
invaded Salvador on territory near Elcoro to- 
day, and were repulsed by us. 

THE BNEMY REPULSED,. 

*«‘July 18.—The enemy, 9,000 strong, yester- 
day invaded San Salvador. Our forces brave- 
ly repulsed them, causing their complete 
rout. Many pieces ofartillery, large quanti- 
ties of ammunition and hundreds of stacks of 
arms were captured by us. I bave given 
orders to advance into Guatemala.’’ 

THE SALVADORAN ARMY. 

Senor Pou says that Gen. Villavicencio was 
born in San Salvador, but his services have 
been purchased by Guatemala for $20,000. The 
Salvadoran army is armed with Remington 
rifles, machine guns and mountain batteries, 
and is generally well equipped with plenty of 
money. The Salvadoran forces are inferior 
in numbers to those of Guatemala, but Senor 
Pou says that he has received advices that dis- 
sutisfaction has occurred in the army of Gua- 
mala and two battalions have refused to pro- 
ceed to the frontier, which he thinks will 
have the effect of equalizing matters. Gen. 
Ezeta is commanding the movements of the 
Salvadoran forces. They had arrived at San 
Salvador before Senor Pou set out to meet 
envoys from Costa Rica and Nicaragua for the 
purpose of treating on the probable difficul- 
ties between Salvadqr and Guatemala. 

SALVADOR’S ALLIES. 

Senor Pou says that in the present war be- 
tween the two countries Nicaragua 
and Costa tica will become 
the allies of San Salvador from 
the fact that should San Salvador be worsted 
it would be annexed to Guatemala and both 
the countries above named would be atthe 
Senor Pou received 
yesterday a telegram from Gen. Ezeta stating 
that an alliance has been formed between 


| Guatemala and Honduras and that they had 


declared war against Salvador. Gen. Ezeta 
wires that he has invaded Guatemala and is 
marching toward the Guatemalan capital, 
opening everywhere a victorious road to it. 
Senor Pou, referring tothe telegram sent 


‘by President Diaz In reply to one from Gen. 


Ezeta asking the recognition of his Govern- 
ment, says that President Diaz’ message was 
printed as it was received and was not al- 
tered. It was thoroughly understood 
throughout Salvador before M. Pou left, that 
President Diaz was willing to recognize Gen. 
Ezeta’s Government tit was the willot the 
people of that country. 

It the telegram had been altered to read as 
claimed,’’ said Senor Pou, I would not have 
come bere as the confidential agent, but as a 
fully accredited minister from Salvador. The 
telegram has been doctored somewhere else 
than in Salvador. 

There is no mistake that Senor Pou is ex- 
cited over the news of the alliacce between 
Honduras and Guatemala, but he says that 
Gen. Eseta is prepared to meet any cmer- 
gency, the relations between Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica being assured against Guatemala 
and her ally. 

GEN. BARRILOS AND PEACE. 

The latest wire news received by the Guate- 
malan Legation is that Gen. Barrilos received 
in public audience Senors Castro and Laris, 
Ministers from Costa Rica and Nicaragua, in 
relation to the peace of Central America. 
Gen. Barrilos in reply to Dr. Castro said: 

„Mi Government has pronounced ever 
since I came into power the word peace. It 
continues to pronounce it still, because peace 
is the first necessity of a people. Neverthe- 
less, this peace ought to bedecorous and no- 
bile, and under the present circumstances 
even more—it should be stable throughout ali 
Central America.’’ 

Minister Diguez of Guatemala doubts the 
authenticity of the report of a battle between 
the troops of Guatemala and San Salvador. 
He says that the only Gispatches received are 
from points in Salvador, where it is known 
that the press censorship is in force. 

„have asked my Government,’’ said Min- 
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not received any reply. Probably I shall 
to-morrow. Ourforees are well armed with 
Remington rifles, gattiing guns and mountain 
batteries, and if Salvador hag 16,000men in 
the field we have nearly double that number. 
While it is true we have not a big fund in the 
treasury everybody in the country will come 
to the front with money in case there be 


war. 
GUATEMALA SURE TO BE VICTORIOUS. 


It is the general opinion here that in case 
there be war between Guatemala and Salva- 
dor the first named country will be victori- 
ous, owing to its superior forces, Minister 
Diguez emphatically denies that there has 
been any dissatisfaction in the army of Guate- 
mala. To-morrow will beyond question de- 
velop the exact condition of affairs in Central 
America, as by treaty between Mexico and 
Guatemala each government may use any 
lines belonging to either country for official 
business free of charge. Senor Pou says 
that President Menendez died from apoplexy 
caused by seeing the body of Melesio 
Marcial stretched on the floor of the White 
House after he had deen assassinated 
by Menendez. Senor Pon gives details of the 
attack on the White House by Maroial similar 
to those already printed. Marcial rebelled 
because President Menendez desired his suc- 
cessor to be Julio Interlano, a man strongly 
allied with the Interests of Guatemala and an 
unpopular candidate with both the citizens 
and the army of Salvador. Marcial’s pronun- 
clamentos were against the succession of 
Interlano and not against the Menendez 
Government, everybody being thoroughly 

SATISFIED WITH HIS ADMINISTRATION. 

The night of these happenings there was a 
large military force in San Salvador and 
it appears that the troops were in ac- 
cord with the movement to protect 
the country from the elevation of 
Interlano to the Presidency. Interiano was 
arrested and locked up fora day only when 
he was released by Gen. Ezeta, giving his 
word that he would not foment difficulty. The 
day after the fatal events all the business 
houses were again open, and everything was 
running as usual. One of the first acts ofthe 
provisional President was to release all the 
politicul leaders throughout the country. 
Carnito Alvarez, Estanidas Perez, Rafael, 
Mesa, ex-Secretary under the Menendez Gov- 
ernment; Narciso Aveles, Regino Monterosa, 
Prudencio Alzaro, Joaquin Perez and Silva 
Mavorge are the names ofthe principal mal- 
contents, who have left San Salvador and to 
whom Gen. Ezeta offered passports and es- 
corts. With the exception of Mesa, Senor Pou 
says, these men are revolutionary characters. 

NO ANARCHY IN SALVADOR. 

‘*‘There is not nor has there been anarchy 
in Salvador,“ said Senor Pou. ‘*There has 
been absolute peace in every department of 
the republic. Itis thoroughly understood by 
our people that Gen. Ezeta is only our pro- 
visional President and that he will not at- 
tempt to force himself upon the republic as 
President. Candidates are active throughout 
the country for the position, but it is a good- 
natured contest, there being nothing IIke 
assassinations or disorders or pronunclamen- 
tos in any department, as reported. 
The Republile within itself. Is at 
entire peace, notwithstanding all 
the false newspaper articles to the contrary. 
What we want is a President of our own choice 
and we do not propose that an outside party 
shall interfere in our natlonal affairs. I of- 
ficially deny the reports of uprisings, assas- 
sinations and other things that have been cir- 
culated derogatory to the condition of San 
Salvador. The telegram to the effect that 
Gen. Ezeta bas threatened to shoot the faml- 
lies of those men who have gone to other 
countries since the 22d and has blown up 


houses are 
BASELESS FABRICATIONS. 


„Gen. Ezeta, upon being made provisional 
President, issued a proclamation of amnesty 
to all political exiles, and that they are tak- 
ing advantage of the decree is evidenced by 
the return of Gen. Moran from San Francisco. 
It is Gen. Ezeta’s idea to endeavor by proc- 
lamation to bring back all ofthe refugees to 
the city. Gen. Moran has without question 
been well received, and has been welcomed 
by the Provisional President and by a special 
committee who awaited his arrival at the 


port. 
THE BATTLE. 


An article in El Universal describes the battle 
between the armed forces ofthe Republics of 
Salvador and Gautemala, in Salvador. It says 
there were about nine thousand men on the 
Gautemulan side and they defeated the Salva- 
doran sarmy, but lost their artillery. The 
battle took place last Thursday and another 
engagement may soon be expected, as Gen. 
Barmuda, a refugee from Gautemala, has left 
Oaxaca and gone to the scene of action to take 
part in the fight and organize the forces. 


Cause of the Hvatilities. 


New YORK, July 21.—The Herald’s Washing 
ton correspondent says: The intelligence 
that a battle has taken place between the 
forces of Guatemala and those of San Salva- 
dor will create no surprise here, where the 
news ot the outbreak of hostilities has been 
daily expected. For some time past it has 
been known that a large military force has 
been mobilized in Guatemala along the 
frontier of San Salwador, readyto strike a 
blow at the proper moment. At the same 
time, Gen. Ezeta, the provisional Pres- 
ideat of Salvador, knowing that 
Guatemaia would be sure to interfere in 
the politics of San Salvator, as has been her 
wont for many years, has been making his 
preparations to meet force with force, and 
has been distributing arms among his people 
to enable them to meet the anticipated attack: 
Shortly before his death President Menendez 
laid in quite a supply of rifles, which he im- 
ported from England. Large orders have 
since been placed by Gen. Ezeta in San 
Francisco and elsewhere for ammunition. 
Wulle Guatemala has never attempted to sub- 
jugate or annex San Salvador, she has gener- 
ally contrived to control the politics of her 
neighbor by having one of her tools at the 
head of affairs in that country. Such was 
Gen. Menendez, and now it ie a conceded fact 
that Gen. Alvarez is the man Guatemala wants 
to see President of San Salvador, because, 
with him at the helm, Guatemala would be 
able to carry out her cherished plan of uniting 
the five Central American Republics, 

INTO ONE FEDERAL UNION, 

To accomplish this has been the aim of 
Guatemala’s rulers for years and it was in the 
execution of this scheme that Gen. Barrios 
lost his life. There is great Opposition among 
the people of Salvador to the scheme of a fed- 
eral union, because they fear the overwhelm- 
ing influence that Guatemaia would have in 
the councils of such auanion, owing to her 
greater population and wealth. Guatemala, 
however, is as determined as ever to push 
through tne federation scheme, and she has 
an active ally in Gen. Bogram, the President 
of Honduras, who is ready and will- 
ing to abet the sims of Guatemala. 
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consideration. Thesetwo States are averse 
toa federal union, and while they tacitly 
agree to give the proposed union a favorable 
‘consideration, they are only too glad ofan 
excuse to break off with Guatemala on this 
question. This excuse the present crisis 
affords them, and it may be safely predicted 
that should San Salvador reach a point where 
she needs their assistance they will promptly 
come to her relief. This would make the con- 
test about equal, and in that contingency 
A DESPERATE CONFLICT 

may be anticipated. Perhaps the early hos- 
tilities may result as they have on several 
prior occasions, in the discomfiture of Guate- 
mala, and under such circumstances that 
government may conclude to play a waiting 
game and let matters rest forthe present. 
Besides, private advices from the Oity of 
Mexico, both by wire and by letter, intimate 
a concentration of Mexican troops in the 
State of Chiapas, bordering on the frontier of 
Guatemala. From six to seven thousand men 
are said to be distributed among the principal 
towns along or nearthe frontier. If Mexico 
should see fit to warn Guatemala to desist from 
her hostile intentions regarding San Salvador, 
Guatemala would be compelled to listen to 
her Northern ngighbor’s advice, for the odds 
would be too great for her to dare to face 
them. Dr. Fernando Cruz, the Guatemalan 
Minister tothe United States, is absent in 
Europe, but itis reported that he has been 
notified by his Government to return to Wash- 
ington at once in view of the serious phase of 
affairs in Central.-America. This is the first 
difficulty among the Latin-American States 
that has occurred since the adjaurnment of 
the Pan-American Congress. D. Tainfiesta, 
the Salvadoran Minister at Washington, has 
been absent for some time, The other Cen- 
tral American representatives are also scat- 
tered, as is usual at this season of the year. 


Does Not Believe the Reports. 


PARIS, July 21.—The Guatemalan Minister 
here, referring to the reports from Mexico 
that war hasbroken out between Guatemala 
and San Salvador, says that the telegrams 
from Mexico are inexact. War Nas not been 
declared, he says, and no Guatemalan troops 
have crossed the frontier of San Salvador. It 
is the Minister’s opinion thatthe fighting re- 
ferredto in the dalspatches must have oc- 
curred in the interior of San Salvador be- 
tween two factions in that country. 


San Salvader and Guatemala, 


San Salvador and Guatemala are two of the 
five States constituting what is known as Cen- 
tral America, the other States being Costa 
Rica, Nicaragua and Honduras. They were 
united between the years 1823 and 1839 under 
a federal government, and since that 
time several efforts have been made to bring 
the five miniature republics together under 
some form of government, but without suc- 
cess. Guatemala isthe most northern of the 
five republics, lying southwest of British 
Honduras aud Yucatan. Is has a small 
seaboard on the Gulf of Mex!- 
co, and a much more extensive one 
on the Pacific Ocean. Its area is between 
40,000 and 50,000 square miles, an exact state- 
ment being impossible on account of the im- 
perfections of the surveys, and it has a popu- 
lation of over two million. Of this, nearly 
two hundred thousand are white. The 
Indians are more numerous than 
any other race, being estimated at 
nearly 800,000, and those of mixed Indian, 
negro and Mexican blood numbering about 
320,000. The mongrel races constituting the 
great mass of the population have long been 
noted for their d 

HATRED OF FOREIGNERS, 
the favorite war ory being Viva la religion, 
y mleran los estranjeros.’’ Throughout most 
of its extent Guatemala is very mountainous, 
the Cordillenas covering the greater part of 
its territory. The Republic has been engaged 
in frequent petty wars with its neighbors. 

San Salvador isthe smallest, put the most 
densely populated of the five Central Amer- 
ican Republics. It is situated southwest of 
Guatemala, and adjoins itforshort distance. 
The country contains 7,225 square miles, and 
has a population of about 700,000, a remark- 
able fact belng thatthe women greatly out- 
number the men, the explanation 
given being the frequency of ware 
and civil tumults. The country, with the 
exception of the narrow strip along the sea- 
board, ie mountainous. The population is of 
the same mixed character as that of Guate- 
mala. In former times it has fought both for 
and against the latter State. 


All Peaceful in Chili. 


CuicaGco, III., July 21.—Charles E. Brook- 
ing, one of the owners of the nitrate mines in 
Chill, is inthis city. In ap interview he said 
upon landing atSan Francisco last week that 
he was somewhat alarmed at the reports of a 
Chillan revolution current in the United 
States, but yesterday received a cablegram 
from his brother at Valparaiso stating that 
there bad been no trouble of any nature. 

It was foolish of me to believe such ru- 
mors,’’ said Mr. Brooking, for 1 know that 
the Chillan Government is too powerful to 
allow a revolution. These reports, with 
which you are familiar here, are most fear- 
fully exaggerated. Any trouble we have 
there ls never anything more than a strike, 
exactly such as you have here in Chicago, and 
such things are directed against the employers 
of labor and not, as your cables always have 
it, against the Government. 

Mr. Brooking said that In Chill the people 
and journals are at present talking a great 
deal of the Pan-American Congress, and are 
really anxious that something should come of 
it. They desire better communication with 
United States and, indeed, it seemed to him, 
that the Americans are neglecting a marvel- 
lously rich field. 

»The wonders ofthe north of Chili in an 
agricaltural way are, I imagine, undreamed 
of by you Americans. The most wonderful 
vineyards are found there and the exhibit of 
wine from that country at the World’s Fair 
willbe one of the greatest surprises to you 
all. Yes, they are already talking of the fair 
and the Chilian journals are urging the coun- 
try to excel the exhibit she made at Paris. I 
am sure that Chili will show at Chicago how 
greatly she leads the South American Repub- 
lies, and in the effort to do so the people will 
be aided by most generous appropriations 
from the Government.’’

The British Parliament. 


LONDON, July 21.—It is evident from the way 
business is languishing in the House of Com- 
mons that the session is waning, and that It is 
probable that Parliament will be prorogued 
August 9. The Liberals are palring whenever 
opportunity offers, and rapidly leaving town. 
Mr. Parnell has performed one of his famous 
disappearances, and no one knows where he 
is. He is not expected to be heard from again 
before November. 

EGYPTIAN SECURITIES DECLINING. 

Egyptian securities have been deciining for 
the past few days on the London Stock Ex- 
change, owing to a report that Lord Salisbury 
has decided to withdraw 1,000 British troops 
from Egypt, shortly. 

THE GRENADIER GUARDS. 

The second battalion of the Grenadier 
Guards, some of the members of which re- 
cently showed signs of Insubordination, will 
start for Bermuda to-morrow. The battalion 
was inspected to-aay by the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, commander-in-chief of the British 
army. The Duke also addressed the troops 
and expressed the hopethat they would be- 
have better abroad than they had behaved in 
London. 


African Affairs. 


ZANZIBAR, July 21.—Emin Bey, meeting Dr. 
Peters at Mpwapwa, authorized him to re- 
cover the ivory left by Emin at Wadelal. Dr. 
Peters will leave to-morrow for Germany, 
hopeful of organizing a new expedition. He 
declares that Uganda Is entirely secured to 
German interests. 

A DIPLOMATIC TRIUMPH. 

LONDON, July 21.—The correspondent at 
Paris for the Post telegraphs that the nezotia- 
tions relative to Zanzibar have been con- 
cluded and that the ministerialists consider 
that the French Minister of Foreign Affairs 
has scored a diplomatic triumph. 

HELIGOLAND’S FAREWELL. 

A meeting of the residents of the Island of 
Hellgoland, wbhese cession to Germany is pro- 
vided for by the Anglo-German agreement, 
was held to-day at which a grateful farewell 
address to the Queen of England was 
adopted. 


Teaching German Soldiers German. 


BERLIN, July 21.—The commander of the 
German garrison at Lemberg, in Lorraine, has 
ordered schools to be opened for the soldiers 
in order to preserve the German language 
among the troops. It was found that by con- 
stant contact with the French-speaking popu- 
lation that the men were in danger of becom- 
ing less proficient in their own language than 
that of their traditional enemy. 


Trouble in the Argentine Répablic, 


BUENOS AYRES, July 21,—Notwithstanding 
the denials of the semi-official newspapers 
thata plot againstthe Government had been 
discovered, several army officers have been 
arrested for complicity in a conspiracy to 
overthrow the present rulers ofthe Republic.

They Claim That the City, ian Using the 
Square for a City Hall site, Has Forfeited 
Its Right to the Property, es Such Actien 
Is in Violation of the Agreement by 
Which It Was Conveyed—The Whole Suit 
Will Hinge on the Meaning of the Phrase 
Pablic Sguare—What City Counselor Bell 
Says. 


An injanction suit was filed in the Circuit 
Court this morning against the Oity of St. 
Louis by Gibson, Bond & Gibson, rep- 
resenting the heirs of the original own- 
ers of Washington Park, on Twelfth 
street, the site proposed for the new City 
Hall, excavations for which have already be- 
gun. Several years ago, when Washington 
Park was spoken of as a site for a new City 
Hall, the heirs of Thomas T. Smith, 
who sold the property to the city 
in le40 for 4 public park, 
threatened to suc the city for the property if 
any attempt was madeto put the ground to 
any other use than that of an open public 
park or square. Every time the subject has 
come up since then the heirs bave 
repeated the threat, but no at- 
tention was paid it. City Counselor 
Bell looked into the matter and found the 
ordinance of 1840 and the deed given the city 
wherein it ls shown tbat $25,000 cash was given 
Mr. Smith by the city for the property, which 
was then outside the city limits. 
Mr. Dell decided that the property 
nad been well pala tor and 
translated the agreement between the city 
and Smith to mean that the property should 
be used for public purposes and could not be 
sold. The erection of a City Hall in the 
park would not be in violation 
of the contract. On this the 


Municipal Assembly decided on the 
park as the place for a City Hall, and men are 
now at work excavating for foundations. The 
heirs represented by L. Chouteau Smith tried 
to stop the work by serving notices, but no at- 
being paid to them they flied 
morning and ask for 
Injunction. The plaintiffs in 
petition are L. Chouteau Smith, Philo- 
mena S. Larned, a widow; Amanthis Yung- 
biuth, wife of Karl Yungbiuth of Kentucky; 
Anna Pope Smith, unmarried; Thomas F. 
Smith and George W. Smith, also of Kentucky. 
The defendants are the City of St. Louis and 
Wm.

THE PETITION. 

The petition begins by stating that the 
plaintiffs for cause of action aver that in the 
year io and for many years prior Thomas 
TT. Smith was the possessor in fee 
of 1 piece of land situated in 
Bt. Louis, bounded north by Market street, 
east by Twelfth street, west by Thirteenth 
street and south by Clark avenue, containing 
six acres.

Chouteau,‘6ne of the heirs of Auguste Chou- 
toau, by che commissioner appointed by the 
(on Court of st.

AMivide the mill tract of the estate of Auguste 


Chouteau, Gabriel S. Chonuteau sold his lot to 
Thomas T. Smith December 12, 1833, a copy of 
the deed of which is on record in the Kecord- 
er's oflice, 

In 1540, it being desirable that a public 
Square or park should be provided forthe 
recreation and enjoyment of tbe citizens of 
St. Louis, and Mr. Smith being willing 
to oonvey his land to the city for that specific 
purpose, he made a deed of conveyance in 
pursuance of the provisions of an ordinance 
passed by the city authorities and numbered 
6,820. The ordinance authorizes the Mayor to 
purchase of Thomas 1. Smith a certain lot 
pear the corporate limits of the city, the title 
to which was to be indisputable. Sec. (of the 
ordinance reads: 

On the title to the said lot being vested in 
the city, itsball be and the said fot or piece 
of ground is hereby declared to be forever a 

ublic square for the use of the oltizens of 

t. Louis, and on no plea or 
pretext wWwhateoeyer shall it be diverted 
from the purposes for which it is intended, 
and to make this declaration nnrevocable 
the deed of purchase shall guarantee to the 
seller, his beirs and assigns, as well as to the 
citizens of St. Louis, that it shall be a public 
square for the use of the citizens of St. Louis 
forever. Sec. 5 of the ordinance says 
that the said public square, when it 
shail become the property of the city, 
shall be kept under such regulations as from 
time to time the City Council deem it proper. 
Said square shall be called Washington 
Square. The ordinance was approved Novem- 
Der 28, 1840. 

On December 1, 1840, two days after the 
ordinance became a law, the pet 
tion states, Mr. Smith and his wife 
made the transfer in consideration 
of $25,000 cash in hand, paid for which a re- 
Oeipt wae given. Thon follows a copy of the 
deed giving a Gescription of the property and 
an additional guarantee that the property 
should be used as a public square forever. 
The deed is signed by Thomas T. Smith, bis 
wife, Emilie A. Smith, and her attorneys 
in fact, Joseph ©. Barlow and Gabriel 
g. Choutesu on the one side 
and John F. Dailey, Mayor of st. Louls at the 
time, and J. A. Wherry, father of the present 
City Register, who was City Register in 1840. 

UNDERSTOOD TO MEAN A PARK. 

The petitiouers further state that the term 
**‘public square“ as used in the deed and 
ordinance was understood to mean 
park and the deed was made 
by Sinith on the faith that 
said land should forever remain an open 
eqguare in the nature of a park for the free ues 
and enjoyment of the inhabitants of this city. 
Immediately after the transfer the city laid 
outthe ground as a park by making walks, 
planting trees and shrubs and grass, and 
piacing a fountain inthe center.

Gen. Palmer 
of Michigan, head of the commission, and 
Secretary John H. Dickineon wil! arrive here 
this atterneon and will also be present at the 
meeting. Gen, Goshorn, Director-General of 
the Centennial Exhibition, will also come 
over from New Yo and will be in attend- 
ance so as to givethe committee the benefit 
of his experience in organizing a mammoth 
show. On Saturday Messrs. McKenzie, Ewing 
and Hardison will sail for France 
on the steamer Normandie, where they go to 
consult with M. Tirard, director of last year’s 
exposition at Paris, and his seconds in com- 
mand, Commissioners Alphamd, Berger and 
Brisson. An invitation will be extended to 
these four gentiemen to come to this country 
just before the opening and during the prog- 
ress of the World's Fair, and act in a gen- 
eral advisory capacity to the commission.

THE CAUTIOUS GERMANS. 


MEMBERS OF WAITERS’ UNION NO, 1 RE 
FUSE TO GO OUT ON A STRIKE. 


Indignatien Expressed by Their Fellow- 
/ Craf tamen Who Are Out— The Cocks’ 
Union Still in Existence—Giris for Service 
at the Seathern—Lindell Hotel Dining 
Reom Still Closed—The Situation To- Day. 


The waiters who are striking members of 
Union No. 2(white) and Union No. 8 (col- 
ored) are quite indignant at the failure of the 
German waiters who compose Union No. 1 to 
keep their promise and strike also. Friday 
night Union No. I met in one of the halls in 
the Trades and Labor Union 
building at Fourth and Valentine 
streets. Union No. 2 had held 
a meeting there earlier and had then marched 
to the hall of Union No. 3 on Christy avenue, 
where there were epeeches. The two unions 
then marched back to Fourth and Valentine 
streets, passing on the trip up and back the 
restaurants where the strikers had been em- 
ployed. The German waiters’ meeting was 
over by the time they returned and the 
strikers were made happy by the assurance 
that in the morning (Saturday) the proprie- 
tors of restaurants employing German walters 
would be asked to sign an agreement similar 
to that presented by the American wasters to 
their employers. If the agreement was not 
signed 

THE WAITERS WOULD STRIKE. 

Previously Union No. 2 had been assured of 
the sympathy of No. 1, butthey regarded the 
announcement of this determination as a 
practical show of sympathy. 

Saturday morning came,'and the agreement 
was presented to several proprietors of res- 
taurants employing German waiters.The aver- 
age wages paid these waiters is $7 per week, 
and the hours are from twelve to sixteen 
per day. In some a “portion of the 


force is off on Sunday, the men 
curing this holiday in rotation. In 
some also there are systems of split 
watches, which reduce the hours of attend- 
anceto tenor eleven per day. Fuliy one- 
half ofthe men are married, and some bave 
quite large families. Their small wages are 
supplemented by tips, butthey say that this 
source ot income is gracually disappearing, 
the average being not over 81 per week now, 
where some years ago it amounted 
to $10 or $15 per week. Until 
quite recentiy nearly every patron consid- 
ered it his duty to give the waiter something, 
but now even men educated in Europe, where 
the waiter’s living depends entirely on 
THE TIPS HE RECEIVES, 

are abandoning the custom. The free- 
banded Americans who used to generously 
refuse to burden his pocket with small change 
is rapidly disappearing, andthe walters find 
that they must depend upon regular wages to 
support families. , 

Ihe agreement which they asked the em- 
ployers to sign contained & clause fixing the 
minimum rate of wages at $10 per week, the 
sum fixed by the American waiters in their 
demand. Not one of the employers would 
agree to sigh this agreement, and Saturday 
afternoon the committee notified the men of 
this general refusal, But there was no strike. 
The men were not ready to strike. As stated, 
many of them are married. Their average 
age is older than the American waiters. 
Many are near middle age. They lack 
the confidence of the young Americans. 
Then, too, they have been assured 
by their employers that their positions will be 
filled the moment they abandon them. Hence 
there has been no strike among the German 
e and it is not probable that there will

ANOTHER CAUSE FOR INDIGNATION 

on the part of the striking waiters is a story 
printed this morning thatthe Cooks’ Union, 
which has been an active sympathizer of the 
waiters in the strike, had gone to pieces. 
It was said that the president of the 
union had resigned rather than leave the em- 
ploy of the Spragues, and that two other off. 
cers had resigned rather than leave the em- 
phy of Leo Moser. This had caused the 
dis integration of the union. The whole story 
was indignantiy denied by both waiters and 
cooks. Only one member of the Cooks’ Union 
had resigned, it was stated, and he,though in 
the employ ofthe Spragues, was not an officer 
ot the union. Cooks who were members of 
the union went out of three restaurants with 
the striking waiters, and all are still out save 
one. 

So far but few waiters who struck have gone 
back to work in the non-union restaurants, 
The strikers indignantly deny that seven men 
deserted the union and returned to work in 
Wickham’s restaurant. The total secessions, 
they say, were up to last night only four. 

A Message was received yesterday from 

W. FE. POMEROY OF CHICAGO 

offering his services to the strikers, atthe ex- 
pense of the Chicago union. A reply was sent 
accepting bis offer and Mr. Pomeroy is ex- 
pected to arrive this evening. He attained 
considerable celebrity among walters all over 
the country by bis work during the Chicago 
waiters’ strike. He is said to be well fitted 
forthe direction of euch a fight, and the 
etrikers expect he will be of greatservice to 
them. 

Mr. Pomeroy formerly lived in St. Louis. 
tie succeeded C. E. Wickham asthe proprie- 
tor cf the New York restaurant at 115 North 
Sixth street some two years and a half ago, 
und failing there rented a restaurant fur- 
nished at 119 North Sixth street. Mr. Wick- 
ham was then proprietor of the Famous res- 
taurant on Morgan between Sixth and Seventh 
streets, and there was fora time sharp com- 
petition between Pomeroy and the Famous. 
Pomeroy kept men on the street, 
principally on Morgan near Seventh, 
with dodgers informing the public that 
his waiters were union men and Wickham’s 
were not. Afterashort time at 119 Pomeroy 
gave up the business and went to Chicago, 
where be has been since. He is said to have 
acquired considerable influence among the 
Chicago waiters. 

THE SOUTHERN HOTEL 

will to-morrow evening return tothe Ameri- 
can plan. Onaccountof the lack of waiters 
the hotel was run on the European plan. 
This scheme was adopted to reduce the din- 
ing-room patronage, and it succeeded. Only 
regular boarders and families have been fed in 
the hotel since the waiters struck. The num- 
ber of male waiters that remained in 
the hotel since the strike was 
five; thereare thirteen there now. Acting 
Manager Livingstone had this morning se- 
cured eighteen girls forservicein the dining 
room. Hesaid:‘‘We will open the dining 
room regularly to-morrow evening. We shall 
then have a force of forty girls and twenty 
men. Our usual force has been forty-seven 
men. We have now eighteen giris. They 
have not been here long enough to show 
whether they will be successful or not. Their 
employment is an experiment.’’ 

Before the strike the men were receiving $25 
per month and board. The strike was for $30 
and recognition of the unfon card. The men 
who remained after the strike and those who 
have been employed since are receiving $1 ner 
day, or $30 per month. The giris will be paid 
by the week on the basis of $20 per month. 

WILLIS HOWE OF TRS LINDELL HOTEL 
gaid this morning: Our dining-room is not 
open yet and will not be opened soon. 1 
don’t know when it willbe opened. We are 
getting along first rate. There's a good res- 
taurant across the street and we have no 
ladies in the house at present. Business ig 
very dull in the hotels of St. Louis in summer 
and it ie particularly dull just now. We shal) 
let things run as they are for the present. We 
want to see how the Southern comes out with 
their girls. There fs no use of both hotels 
going into the market for girls at the same 
time, especially as they might not prove sat. 
isfactory. Ifthe Southern experiment is a 
success, Wwe may give the girls a trial, but 
4 we're not in a hurry.’ 
THE LACLEDE HOTEL 

has as many colored waiters as are needed, 
and all meals are well served. The foroe is 
not as large as it was before the strike, but is 
aufficient to handle the present business. 

Moser’s Hotel is still running with its old 
force. There have been but few secessions 
— a general strike is no longer expected 

re. . 

The proprictors of the other restaurants are 
advertising for waiters in other cities, and are 
at present working short-handed for the most 
part. They expect to get full forces of non- 
union men in a few days.

She wished to dispose of the 
business also, but several negotiation to that 
end failed. On account of its location in the 
heart of the business section the restaurant 
could not get more thau alarge midday din- 
ner trade. A handful of waiters handled the 
business the remainder of the day and it was 
closed on Sunday. 

Last week when visited by the Grievance 
Committee of the strikers Mr. Rogan agreed 
to Union terms, and the small force of regular 
waiters and large force of dinner men were 
left undisturbed. Saturday night all the help 
was paid off and told they would not be 
needed any more. The doors remained locked 
to-day, and manya hurried business men 
turned the knobs several times before the fact 
that the place was closed dawned on him. 

Mr. Gerardi, who disciaims any connection 
with or ownership in the restaurant, says that. 
Mrs. Gerardi is anxious to dispose of the 
property that she may accompany him away 
from the city. He is going away, he says, but 
whetherto Europe or some other American 
city he does not know. 

NEW DEFINITION OF ‘‘EUROPEAN.’’ 

At the Southern and Lindell Hotels incom- 
ing guests are informed that until farther no- 
tice they could be received on the European 
pian only. An arrival at the Southern re- 
marked this morning that he had been misled 
by the placarded announcement tothis effect 
that decorates the rotunda. ‘*I have always 
understood the European plan to be that you 
engaged your rooms and paid separately for 
what you ate. The proprietors ofthe South- 
ern evidentiy are under the impression that 
European travelers are pledged to perpetual 
fasting. The plan pursued at that hostiery is 
one that I years ago read of ae the European 
plan, but which I never before saw put into 
practice; namely, to charge you so much for 
a room tbat you had no money left to invest in 
a dinner.’’

PETER WENNER PREPARED TO NAME THE 
CHELTENHAM MURDERER- 


Coroner Frank’s Refusnl to Take the States 
ment and the Consequent Delay—Wenney 
Hints That His Brother John Shot Jeha 
Simpson, and Says It Was in Self-De- 
fense, 


Owing to the fact that Coroner Frank ree 
fuses to take the statement of Peter J. Wen- 
ner, the investigation in the case of Jobn 
Simpson is almost at astandstil!l. Wenner 
gave himself up at the Four Courts last even- 
ing with the statement that he would tell all 
he knewabont the Simpson killing to the 
proper authorities. When asked who he con- 
sidered to be the proper authority he named 
Coroner Frank, and said that he would tell 
that official all be knew ot the tragic affair. 

Wenner and his brother John have been 
wanted for several weeks by the St. Louls po- 
lice forthe killing of John Simpson, a young 
negro who lived in the western part ot the 
city. The whole affair is velled in something 
of a mystery. It seems that on July (the two 
Wenner boys, who lived at Old Orchard, had 
been toa picnic in the country and were re- 
turning home ona St. Louls & San Francisco 
suburban train. The colored boy 
Simpson had been bunting and was 
on the same train. When near 
Cheltenham ashet was heard on the forward 
platform and two men were seen to jump 
from the train. Simpson was found on the 
Platform with a ball in his abdomen. He was 
sent to the City Hospital, where be died the 
following day from the effects of his Injury. 

HUNTING UP THE MAN WHO SHOT, 

For several days no person could be found 
who knew the names of the two 
men who had been on the platform 
with the negro. Finally Henry Roesch 
made astatementtothe police to the effect 
that he had met the Wenner boys at Vid 
Orchard about two hours after the shooting, 


and that one of them had shown him a bleed 
ing hand which he said had resulted in the 
killing of a negro on the Friscotrain. Roese 
did not know the brothers apartand was un- 
able to say whether it was John or Peter that 
had spoken. 

Officers watched for several days at Old Or- 
chard, both atthe room where the Wenner 
boys bad lived and atthe headquarters of the 
ice company by which they had been em- 
ployed. Neither of the brothers returned to 
their old baunts, bowever. Telegrams sent 
out to the surrounding towns and cities re- 
questing their arrest proved of noavail. De. 
tectives Archambault and Tracy have worked 
assiduously on the case, but failed to locate 
the men. 

About 8 o’clock last evening Peter Wenner 
waiked into the Central District Pollee Sta- 
tion and surrendered himself. He said be wag 
tired of evading the. officers of the law and 
wanted the matter settied so that be could 
have some peace of mind. He denied em- 
phaticaliy that he nad fired the 
shot which caused Simpson’s death, but ac- 
knowledged that he knew who had done the 
killing. All other questions pertaining to the 
tragic affair he refused to answer. Wenner 
was seen in his cell this morning. 

WENNER’S STORY. 

He seemed greatiy worried and e 
walked up and don in his cell. He woul 
tell but little. Hesaid the train was moving 
at the rate of about 25 miles an hour when the 
shooting was done, and remarked on his good 
fortune in escaping injury when he jumped. 
That bis brother John had killed Simpson be 
would not admit. He said, however, that 
‘‘everyone knows the name of the person 
who did it as well as Ido, and there is no use 
in me telling t. When asked whether his 
brother hed a cut avross his hand, Wenner 
said he had noticed asmall wound on the in- 
side of John’s left hand just at the base of the 
two middle fingers. 

The prisoner told how he and his brother 
had wandered about the South since they ieft. 
St. Louis, und sald that be had parted from 
his brother in Jackson, Tenn., over a week 
ago. He had arrived in East St. Louis on Sat- 
urday morning, but waited until Sunday even- 
ing to give himself up, knowing that he would 
have to remain in the holdover until Monday | 
before any investigation could be made in the 
case. 

A STRANGER DEADLOCK. 

Cororer Frank insists that the inquest ig 
the Simpson case is closed and that in con-

The jury handed in a verdict to the 
effect that Simpson had been killed by some 
person unknown. Dr. Frank on this account 
will not further interest bimself in the case. 
Wenner refuses to make a statement to any 
other n. There were no witnesses 
of the shooting and the police 

are practically powerless. There u 
little doubt but that John Wenner did the 
killing. The brother virtually admits this Im 
his statements. The prisoner insists, how- 
ever, that it will be an easy matter to prove a 
case of self-defense for the persou who shot 
Simpson. It I had had a revolver at the 
time I would have ut a dozen bullets inte 
him myself, he said this morning. ‘*simp- 
son had a rifle and was coing to use it, too, 
Wenner reiuses to state the cause of the orig- 
inal difficulty. simpson told at the hospital 
that be nad accidentally stepped on 
white man’s foot and had been shot in son- 


sequence.

ARCHBISHOP’S NEW BESIDENCE- 


THE 


The First Publication of the List of Peo- 
ple Who Have Guaranteed Money for 
the Erection of the Bouse, With ‘the 
Amounts They Have Subscribed—Where 
the Residence Will Be Suilt. 


OR several years it 
has been the desire 
of the Catholica of 
this city to erect for 
the reverend Arch- 
bishop of this dio- 
cese a suitable resi- 
dence and home. 
The aged prelate has 
lived in a plain 
three-story building 
on Pine street, just 
east of Sixteenth 
street, across from 
St. John’s Catholic 
Church, for many years. The house is not 
large and was built before the many conven- 
lences and sanitary methods now in vogue be- 
came Known. The Archbishop never com- 
plained, however, and some yearsago when 
a suggestion was made to change his house to 
alarger and brighter residence he laughed at 
the idea and said it was ill becoming in him to 
have high-flown notions at this late day after 
liying for so many years in his present home. 
His old friends were not to be put off in this 
manner, and decided among themselves to 
build him a home against his will and cause 
him to change bis mind later. A number of 
Catholic gentlemen held a meeting early this 
year and talked the matter over, reaching 
a conclusion ina short while that the Aroh- 
bishop should bavea residence in the West 
End, and that it should be a house that would 
become his station in the church. To avoid 
any comment and to give ali the friends of the 
popular preiate an opportanity to participate 
in the gift it was decided that a subscription 
list be etarted. Several thousand dollars in 
$1,000 subscriptions were at once secured 
and the building fund grew faster 
than was antieipated. After secur- 
ing $30 ,0U0 the committee waited 
on Archbishbdp Kenrick and told him that 
nothwithstanding his refusal to accept a new 
home his friends had made up their minds to 
' build one for him and had called on him to 
suggest a location. If he had no particular 
Place in view they would find one. 
HE COULD NOT LONGER REFUSE.

THE NEW RESIDENCE. 

After the site bad been selected the com- 
mitteee set about securing plans and gave in- 
structions to G. J. Barnet Sons to prepare 
drawings for asultable residence, The areb- 
bishop made afew suggestions as to the in- 
terior eonstruction, particularly about a 
a library room, where he spends the greater 
part of his time.

The 
plans of Barnet & Son are now in possession 
of the Archbishop, whois now at Cape May, 
spending afew weeks with his friends sum- 
mering there. If the plansare as he wishes 
be will return them at once, and if any 
changes are to be made he will come home at 
once to superintend the alterations. As only 
Barnet & Son have beeu asked to make plans

The Elevater Companies of North Daketa 
Combine Against the Farmers. 


JAMESTOWN, Dak., July 21.—I* will bea 
startling piece of news to the wheat growers 
of North Dakota to find out on the eve of 
harvest that no elevato: in me State will store 
grain this year. This radical change in the 
handling of the crop has been kept as secret 
as possible. It was determined upon, it ts 
said, soon after the law was passed this year 


which makes all public elevators and ware- 
houses pay an nll tore license of $2.60 per 1,000 
busbels capacity. Nine-tenths of the crop of 
the Stete bas been heretofore vought by the 
elevator companies upon the Duluth and 
Minneapolis quoiations. A farmer could 
store his grain in these elevators for 
fifteen days for nothing and keep it 
in store as long as he desired to pay a small 
fee therefor. Now the elevators will refuse 
this on the ground that they are not public 
elevators, and the farmer whois mortgaged 
to the ears, will this year be compelled to sell 
his crop at whatever price the companies 
choose to allow him. In most cases this will 
leave him penniless forthe winter. The law 
was supposed to bea reasonable one and was 
in the nature of a tax not so easy to evade as 
the old tax law has proved, but the companies, 
in order to evade it, will resort to this sweep- 
ing change which will bring misery on most ok 
the wheat growers of the State—a class of men 
having from 50 to 500 acres in grain which rep- 
resents all they have in the world and which 
now promises the first actual return for 
theirlabor in three years. By the plan of 
forcing private buyers out of the sinall sta- 
tions and agreeing upon a price the prinvipal 
elevators will have, asin the past, absolute 
control of the enormous crop now heading 
out. This crop will be so large that the rall- 
road companies have stated that all the rail- 
roads combined cannot furaish cars to move 
it one-tenth as fast as required if the elevators 
decline to store it. The confusion and 
dismay that will result will be 
something unparelleled. Of course the 
demand for cars will be immensely 
increased. Farmers having had no notice of 
the elevator companies’ action will have no 
time to build bins or wareliouses. They have, 
asarule, no graneries now and cannot get 
money enough to buy lumber for new ones to 
store their grain in. Many of them bought 
seed wheat ofthe elevator syndicate organ- 
izéd by Gov. Miller this spring. This wheat 
Was charged for at $1 a bushel and a lien taken 
on the crop, which prevents the farmer from 
doing anything with it except to turn it over 
to the company as soon as threshed. The plan 
of the combine will result in an agricultural 
panic for this section of the State.

TOLLE UP THE TRACKS. 


A Bitter War Between City Authorities and 
a Street Railway Owner. 


ASHTABULA, O., Julv 21.—The culmination 
ofa bitter war between the City Council and 
John Stewart, owner of the street railroad be- 
tween this city and Harbor, took place Satur- 
day night, when neurly the entire leugth of 
bis road, three miles, was torn up. Stewart 
obtained a franchise seven years ago and built 
the road under a State charter. Within the 


past few years he has beaten the city twice at 
law, and three months ago the Council passed 
an ordinance revoking his franchise and an- 
nounced their intention of tearing up the 
tracks. Stewart obtained a temporary in- 
junction, and on Saturday a hearing took 
place before Judge Sherman, who dissolved 
the injunction, but allowed the restraining or- 
der to hold until Monday. Regardiess of this 
a secret session of the Council was called, and 
at8o’ciock, 300 men, headed by the Marshal 
und entire police force, began tearing up the 
tracks, which was completed by midnight. 
Yesterday afternoon Stewart set a force of 
men at work relaying the track, but they were 
driven away by the police. The city bases its 
action on au alleged nun-fulfillment of con- 
tract. Stewart will bring suit for damages. 
There is great excitement over the affair, and 
the removal of the tracks will have an inju- 
rious effect on the business interests of ‘the 
city. 


GREEN BROUGHT BACK. 


The Man Arrosted at Kansas City in Con- 
nection With the Dosler Murder Arrives. 


Special Officer Williams returned this morn- 
ing from Kansas City, having in charge the 
young negro, Eb. Green, who is wanted in 
St. Louis for complicity in a murder.

Mr. Breen for a supply became at first uneasy, 
then impatient and finally a little angry. The 
I-told- you-so man was there in good sbepe, in 
fact, he was therein large numbers. Ever 
since the firat load of anti-combine ice ar- 
rived a few men have loafed around and ex- 
plained matters to the crowd. The main 
point in their discourse has been their com- 
plete knowledge of the ins and outs of the ice 
business and Mr. Breen’s lamentable igno- 
rance thereof and thereon. Toany one who 
would oblige them by listening there was a 
complete revelation of ice secrets, and it was 
proved to the entire satisfaction of the talk- 
ers that ice could not be sold at 
50 cents 4 hundred. The fact that 
carload after carload was being sold at the 
iinpossible price was ignored, and if attention 
was called to it the lecturers departed from 
theory to prophecy and named the hour of Mr. 
Breen’s collapse very definitely. 

They were very joyous this morning and for 
a time it seemed as though their mournful 
predictions hadcome true. Mr. Breen was 
the most worried one of the crowd, but he suc- 


ceeded in explaining to his customers that he 
was not to blame for the hitch, and that 
business would be resumed atthe old stand 
in afew hours. In proofof his assertions he 
produced documentary evidence of a con- 
tract to deliver him 2,000 tons of ice -before 
August I, and also telegrams from La Crosse 
and other points which showed that four car 
loads should have arrived in St. Louls not 
later than this morning. ö 
CAUSES OF THE DELAY. 
A POST- e cai reporter took steps to as- 


* 


certain wh@@he cars had not arrived at North 
Market stre@tas advised, and without much 
trouble found that two cars atleast were on 
the side tracks at Calvary, and only needed 
hauling upto North Market. Two of Mr. 
Breen’s assistants were using their powers of 
persuasion to get the switchmen to have the 
cars brought up, but without avail, the best 
they could do being to extract promises that 
the cars would be hauled upthis afternoon. 
Opinions were very freely expressed by disin- 
terested parties that had Mr. Breen been a 
member of the combine he would have had 
his cars hauled up asa matter of course, and 
without any solicitation on his part. 

It will be remembered that the combine in 
justifying their high prices quoted the cost of 
hauling cars into the yards as part of the ex- 
penses incurred. If this expense is legiti- 
mate, Mr. Breen will,,of course, have to incur 
it, but railroad companies do not usualiy bold 
cars containing perishable freight outside 
yards in this way. Mr. Breen himself made 
no charge against any one, and has carefully 
abstained from doing 80 from tue first, but the 
inference is strong, that not only does the 
combine pay to have its own cars bauled 
promptly to North Market street, but that it 
uses its influeuce to prevent fair play to men 
trying to handle anti- combine ice. 

PLENTY OF ICE COMING. 

This morning’s trade has been lost to the 
cheap ice man, and his connection has nut- 
urally been injured thereby. But his cars 
cannot be held indefinitely, and it is probable 
he will be selling as usualthisafternoon. At 
about midday be was atthe tracks and tele- 
phoned to his men at the Union Market to have 
four wagons on hana by 4 o’clock, which 
would indicate a final settlement of the dim. 
culty. There is no danger whatever of an- 
other hiteh ofthis kind, as deliveries have 
been arranged fora long way ahead, and the 
risk of having too muchiceon hand will be 
incurred rather than the risk of disappointing 
customers. 

The chief trouble arising out of the fallure 
in the supply this morning arises from the 
fact that house to house deliveries were an- 
nounced and arranged for this morning. The 
wagons were on hand and the routes were 
agreed upon, but everything bad to be post- 
poned until to-morrow. The down town or- 
ders are very heavy and two wagons wiil be 
kept busy delivering East of Sixteenth street 
between Cass and Clark avenues. Boarding- 
house keepers living a few blocks further 
west are clamoring for daily Neliv- 
ery and they will be accommodated 
later on inthe week. From the neighborhood 
of Vandeventer and Page avenues there have 
come so many orders that anextra wagon will 
be procured as soon as possible to make daily 
deliveries in that vicinity, and as soon as 
sufficient wagons can be procured half a 
dozen more routes will be planned. 

ICE CLUBS. 

In the meantime those who want cheap ice 
can get it by clubbing together and sending 
for it. Theexpense is very small, and the 
difference in the cost covers it twice over. 
After to-day there will be plenty ofjice onjhand 
and the price will not be raised. Mr. Breen 
is satisfied with the profit he can 
make at current prices, and he 
does not propope to be deterred from 
selling by any influence that can be brought 
to bear.

HE GOT AWA. 


Clever Capture and Annoying Fscape of a 
: Smart Sneak Thief. 


About 6 o’clock last Friday morning while 
Wiliam Moennke, a cigar dealer at 1412 Olive 
street, was engaged in fixing up his stock in 
the rear of the store a young negro slipped 
through the front door, grabbed three boxes 
of cigars which were piled on the counter 
and made off up the street.

GHASTLY SCENES AT A FUNERAL. 


The Accumulated Gases From a Corpse 
Caused an Explosien, 


Fy Telerraph to the Fosr-Disraron. 

SEDALIA, Mo., July 21.—A most singular 
burial took place at Springfork, fifteen miles 
distant from the city, Saturday. Among the 
early settlers of this county were a young 
German named John N. Peterson and his 
wife. Last Thursday Mrs. Peterson died of 
dropsy. At the time of her death she was a 
reinarkably large woman, weighing nearly 
three hundred pounds. Immediately 


after Airs. Peterson died arrange- 
ments were made for the funeral. 
The largest casket to be procured in this 
city was tho exact measurement required at 
the time of death, but as it was not delivered 
until Friday morning the body had swollen so 
much that it was crowded into the casket with 
much difficulty. The tid was then screwed 
down and the body left In that condition for 
burial. lee could not be procured. The 
funeral services were set for Saturday after- 
noon, and, as is customary, a number of 
neighbors acted as watchers Friday night. At 
midnight the watchers were startled by a loud 
report in the room where the coffin had been 
placed. It was found that the gases of the 
body had accumulated within the casket 
until their force burst the giass 
over the face of Mrs. Peterson. So 
great was the force of the explosion that the 
body was shot forward and upward, the bead 
protruding trom the coffin. A consultation 
was held and it was decided that, owing to 
the condition of the body, the burial should 
take place at once. The grave having been 
prepared, the coflin was carried the burial 
place and strong ropes were placed under the 
casket. Justasthe coffin was being lowered 
one of the assistants let goof his end of the 
rope. Thisthrew the weight tothe head of 
the coffin and the ropes wee jerked from 
the hands of the men stationed there. The 
coffin fell with great force, head down, and 
burst te pieces. Another consultation was 
held, and it was decided to fill up the grave 
at once without waiting for another casket,

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MISSOURI CROP REPORTS, 


The Drouth Froken and a Fair Crop Possi- 
ble in Some Sections, 


Ninety-three correspondents of the Missouri 
State Board of Agriculture have sent in reports 
from which it appears that the rainfall has 
been normal. The drouth that has been pre- 
vailing in Missouri for the past month is 
broken. Although the rams have been local 
in character, all sections and nearly all local- 
ities have had good rains. The temperature 


and the sunshine have been slightly above the 
normal. During the first half of the week the 
warmest period of the season oceurred, Dut 
the last three days have been normal. 

The corn crop has been severely injured by 
the drouth, but the rains of the past week will! 
greatly improve it and in some sections the 
conditions are still such that with future 
rains afair crop will be made. The hay crop 
bas been harvested under favorable condi- 
tions. Wulle the yleid is reported as light the 
quality is given as fine. ‘he potato crop is 
reported poor in all sections. Garden stuffs 
have been almost entirely destroyed by 
the drouth. Pastures and stock have 
been materially improved by the rains. 

The correspondents’ remarks as to counties 
are as follows: 

Dallas—Heavy rains in time to save the 
corn. 

Dent—Several light rains. 
a large yield. 

Cass— Flax all cut. Corn damaged 2 to 20 
per ceat. 

Caldwell—Some have given the corn up; it 
is badly fred at the bottom. Rains light and 
local. 

Clinton—Hay 50 per cent. 
more rain. 

Nodaway—Hay fine, two tons to the acre. 
Oats, 27 bushels; fall wheat, 16 bushels. Corn 
cut down to 50 per cent. 

Putnam—Copious rains; crops of all kinds 
improved. 

Shelby—Hay fine, but light. Wheat, 10 
bushels. Local rains. 

Gasconade—Rains have improved the corn. 
Wheat, 66 per cent.

New York, July 21.—The rearrangement of 
the stars in the blue fleld of the American en- 
sign, made necessary by the admission of 
Idaho into the Union and the increase of the 
number of stars to forty-three, has been de 
cided upon by the War and Navy Depart- 
ments. The delay in this rearrangement was 
caused by certain formal proceédings of an 


official agreement between the two depart- 
ments. In anticipation of this the signal 
quartermasters of the navy ships in 
commission, andthe equipment department 
at the navy yard, have been cutting out 
‘*white stars for the blue flieid,’’ reudy to be 
put on when the new ensign should be ap- 
proved. There were different aesigns sug- 
gested, but only two came under any serious 
consideration. One of these 1 * five 
rows of stars—the first, third and fifth rows to 
have nlue stars each, and the second ana 
fourth rows with eight stars each. But this 
arrangement of the stars was not sym- 
metrical, inasmuch as it would wake 
the biue fieid of bad proportion in 
comparison with the rest of the flag. The 
design adopted is the one prepared by the 
Bureau of Equipment of the Navy Department 
and it incorporates the present srrangement 
of six rows of seven stars each and adds the 
forty-third, Idaho’s star, to the upper row at 
the left hand. As the law provides that the 
change in the field of the flag ‘‘shall be made 
on Independence Day following the admission 
of a new State in the Union,’’ the star to 
represent Wyoming will not be added unt 
July 4 next. But the symmetry of the ar- 
rangement of the stars will be observed by the 
addition ef the other star to the lower.

CHARLES A. TAYLOR DEAD. 


A Well-Kuaown St. Louis Journalist Falls a 
Victim to Morphine. 


Yesterday afternoon Charles A. Taylor died 
at the residence of Dr. Wm. Beggs, 2207 Sidney 
street. Mr. Taylor had been boarding at Dr. 
Beggs’ residence for nearly a year, and the 
doctor had been treating him for ill-health. 
Taylor had been taking cocaine for, 
some time and his physician had done 


everything in his power to persuade him to 
abandonthe habit. On Saturday the deceased 
came home in apparently good spirits and 
saying he would not start on the following 
for Arcadia, as he had intended, 
Went to his reom. Yesterday morn- 
ing he did not appear at breakfast and 
as no notice was taken of repeated calls Dr. 
Beggs climed into the room through a 
window. Mr. Taylor was found lying ina 
corner by the door in the front room appar- 
ently dead. His face was contorted with 
pain and his right arm was stretched out to- 
wards the door as though he had made an 
ettort to open it before becoming helpless. 

On the mantel were four morpbine bottles, 
two empty and two halt full, and it was at 
once apparent that Mr. Taylor had been tak- 
ing the drug hypodermically. Life was nearly 
extinct, but Dr. Beggs summoned further 
medical assistance and worked hard for sey- 
eral hours. All efforts proved fruitiess, death 
ensuing at 8 o’clock in the afternoen. The 
dying man was unable to speak, and it is only 
a matter of surmise asto whetherthe mor- 
phine had deen taken with suicidal intent or 
whetheran overdose had been taker aceli- 
dentally. 

The deceased was about 40 years of age and 
an Englishman by birth. e came to this 
country about twenty years ago and settied in 
St. Louls about the year 1870. Since that time 
ne has been prominent in journalistic circies, 
He was an exceptionally able stenographer, 
and thoroughly competent in every branch of 
his profession. He was eity editor of the 
Globe at the time of its consolidation with the 
Democrat, and later was assistant city editor 
ot the Republican. He soon, however, joined 
the Globe-Democrat force and labored inces- 
santly on it tor over fifteen years. During 
that period he was twice city 
editor and for several years night 
editor. He worked without regard to 
his own comfort and often as many as — 
teen or twenty hours in a day. The strain be-

Londen Writes of the English Opera 
Stage—Gellier Will Colicoberate With Gil- 
bert and George R. Sims With Sullivan— 
Specimens of Their Work to Be Seen and 
Heard Seon.

EW YORK, July 
19.—Gllbert and 
Sullivan, the undis- 
puted kings of comic 
opera, have parted, I 
think for good. The 
titled composer and the 
brilliant librettist, both 
incomparable in tbeir 
different lines, are not 
easily shaken from any 
course which they may 
adopt, and for this rea- 
son lam constrained to 
believe that the public 
bas heard all that they 
ver willof the magtch- 
ess wit of the one 
joined with the tuneful 
melodies of the other. 
It is one of the greatest 
misfortunes, artistically, of the age, and lov- 
ers of the musical school of which they are 
the founders could not feel worse if one or 
the other had really died. Of the cause of the 
guarreiicansay nothing. I do not believe 
thatthey have had any personal disagree- 
ment. Uptothe very last they were appar- 
ently on the best of terms. I doubt if any- 
one, except the gentlemen themselves, know 
just what the trouble is. 

Alfred Cellier, who will be remembered as 
the composer of the music of Dorothy. 
will probably write the scores for all the 
pieces Mr. Gilbert produces in future if the 


present work is satisfactory. I have every 
reason to believe that the two will makea 
very happy combination. Of course there is 
no wit lu the world keener than Mr. Giibert’s 
and Mr. Cellier’s music is simply delicious. 
It is of a bright and fluffy kind, 
and really has the exhilarating 
effect of a glass of champagne. He 
bas not the originality of Sir Arthur Sullivan, 
his musie partaking more of the French 
school, but he isa splendid musician and 
writes delightfully. The result of their labors 
will not be produced untilafter the run of 
„„La Cigale,’’ which begins in September, and 
may not be put on the stage for some time to 
come. . 

Sir Arthur Sullivan’s new venture in tho 
field of grand opera will be given to the public 
sometime in November. The libretto I be- 
lieve is the work of George R. Simms. The 
work is calied ‘‘Ivanboe’’ and will be pro- 
duced at D’Oyley Carte’s

Zelle de 
Lussan, who is at present in London, has been 
very successful, and she is only one of the 
many American artists that London has 
treated kindly. It is a curious fact, but true, 
nevertheless, that the American singers who 
have made any conspicuous success in Lon- 
don latterly have been among the female 
members of the profession. Of course, we 
miss here the delightful style of English 
singing. Americans have the best voices, but 
the English people sing with such exquisite 
taste andekill. They pay more attention to 
the art of singing, and when you get the 
happy combination of a good voiceand a 
thorough knowledge ofthe art just imagine 
what a great advantage it is. 

Englisb singers are paid very poorly unless 
they are artiste of well-koown reputation and 
greatability. Even then their salaries cannot 
be compared with that paid in this country to 
artists of equal 
singers of much less ability. Why this should 
be so is utterly beyond my comprehension, 
because

JAY GOULD, 


The Magnate Chats About the Fire in His 
Big Building, 

New Tonk, July 2l:—For the first time since 
the fire of Friday, Jay Gould was this 
morning at his offices on the  sec- 
ond foor of the Western Union 
building. His, like all offices in the 
building, showed some evidences of the re- 
cent conflagration, but little damage was 
done bythe water there and the usual force 
of clerks was engaged in the usual routine 
day’s work. 

No, sald be to anewspaper representa- 
tive, ‘‘I was not connected with the company 
when this building was erected, butlI believe 
was understood to de as nearly 
fire-proof as it was possible to 
make it. The floors, walls and stair- 


ways are all indestructible and there was no 
more material for fire here than you will find 
in any large office building. Of course, 
is necessarily a vast amount 
offuelon band in the furniture needed to 
accommodate 80 many persons. It must be 
said, however, in view of the probable origin 
of the. fire, that had it broken out at 
any other time it would almost certainly have 
been extinguished at once. We have no 
suspicion that it originated from any 
crimivality or culpabie careless- 
ness. The fire doubtiess arose from the con- 
tact of several wires which were raisedtoa 
white heat by the combined currents, thus 
igniting the covering of the wires and the 
woodwork near by. The men usually on 
hand at the point where the fire began Friday 
morning were not there at the timeto check 
the spread of the flames, which were 
not discovered until they had made 
sume headway. When the fire was noticed 
the force of men was unegual to accomplish 
what they first attempted, namely, to ex- 
tinguish the fre without giving an alarm. 

„Thus, instead af saying that at any other 
hour, the fire would have probably caused 
great loss of life, it is doubtless proper 
to say that at any other hour the 
Western Union Building would not have been 
destroyed. As to the means of egress, we 
believed that they were sufficient for any de- 
mand that was iikely to be made upon 
them. It is possible, however, that loss of 
life might have resulted from 4 
panic ina crowded building. We 
fortunately escaped that, and now 
nothing will be omitted in the 
new arrangements which are to be made here 
that can possibiy add to the safety of the 
building and the persons who are daily at 
work here. 

In every part of the Western Union building 
the visitor who succeeds in getting past 
the carefully guerded entrance on 
Broadway may see evidences of the speed 
with which the work of repair is pushiug for- 
ward. On the fourth floor a large force of 
men are at work ‘‘*feeling’’ the wires, which 
were cut off on their way to the old operating- 
room and are now as fast as the 
circuits can be determined, connected with 
the new operating room on the fifth floor and 
the temporary quarters for the Associated 
Press on the fourth floor. 


The Rwer and Harbor Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 21.—The friends of 
the river and harbor bill are beginning to 
have some fear for its future. There have 
been whisperings about the Capito,

LABOR PAKTY ROW. 


The Explanation the Repudiated Offer Con- 
cerning Their Departure From the Party. 


Fred Swaine’s attempt to procure warrants 
against the labor representatives who passed 
resolutions at a meeting held a month ago de- 
nouncing him, John B. Dempsey, Blake 
Mortimer D. Shaw and others, was the subject 
of considerable comment yesterday and to- 
day in labor and political circles. 

John B. Dempsey, one of the men who was 
denounced in the resolutions, remarked this 


morning: *‘i think Mr. Dierkes is wrong in 
his interpretation of the law when he says 
that the offer to sell your vote is not an 
offense under the law unless the 
offer is accepted. Aa offer to 
accept a bribe is certainly as 
much an offense as the actual acceptance of 
it. However, I think Swaine is wasting nis 
time paying any attention to those people. It 
he cannot take out a warrant he can ao 
nothing. A civil suit for damages would avail 
nothing, as the men are all judgment proof, 
and his only recourse isa criminalaction. I 
intend to pay no attention whatever to 
them. They read me out of the 
Labor party with Swaine, but tuat is rather 
ridiculous, as I had already read myself out 
of ita year avo last February in the Legislat- 
ure. Since then I have been a member of the 
Democratic party. I do not see, however, 
what right they have to read anybody out of 
any party. I was with the Labor party as long 
as I saw any prospect of accomplishing 
anything, but the socialistic element 
in the party clogged every attempt made to 
benefitthe labcring people. They do not 
want to accomplish any reforms of legisla- 
tion, but want the evils to continue to exist so 
they will have something to howl about. I 
finally tired of working to build up a party 
which was constantly being torn down by an 
element within itself, and I abandoned the 
job. I joined the Democratic party because 
I believe it is nearest the interest 
of the laboring people. Most of us 
who were denounced in those resolutions pay 
no attention whatever to the attack. I wouid 
not walk across the street to swear out a war- 
rantifiknewl could send the whole lot of 
them to the penitentiary. Swaine, however, 
is very angry and wants to prosecute them. 
They represont nobody, so far as I know, and 
I do not think they know themselves what 
they represent. Ihave never claimed to bea 
labor leader or to represent anybody Sut my- 
self, still l think we people whom they have 
denounced still have some influence with the 
labor people.

true. Whether it will or not is likely to de- 

pend in a lerge measure on the amount of 
backbone that Mr. Hamlin possesses. 

At present the negotiations are in such a 
muddled condition that itis hard to foretell 
anything about the meeting with any degree 
of definiteness, although the chances are 
against it. It may surprise the reader who 
does not follow the races to be informed that 
one of Mr. Bonner’s horses is going to race at 
all, for it is generally known that he does not 
allow his horses to go on the professional 
track. But he was unable to purchase Sunol 
from Senator Stanford except under the stipu- 
lation that the latter should retain contro! of 
the mare for one year from the date of pur- 
chase. Mr. Bonner’s check was made out in 
the middle of last October, and until that time 
comes around again Gov. Stanford will still 
be her virtual owner. Sunol is now in De- 
trolt being trained by Mr. Marvin, Superin- 
tendent of Gov. Stanford’s horses, and one of 
the most expert reinsmen in the country. Mr. 
Marvin has watched Sunol’s progress since 
she first saw the light, and is 
confident that she is the great- 
est mare alive. She is ad-year-old, by Elec- 
tloneer, dam Waxana, by Gen. Benton, sec- 
ond dam Waxy, by Lexington. It was from 
the Lexington strain onthe dam’s side that 
Maud 8. and Jay Eye See came. As a 2-year- 
old Sunol made a record of 2.25. On October 
19, 1888, she accomplished a mile in 1:20, 
breaking Wildflower’s record of 2:21. Eight 
days later she trotted another mile in 2:18. 
AsaS-year-old she did equally remarkable 
feats. At intervals of about a month, begin- 
ning last September, she reduced her time to 
2:16%, 2:13% and 2:10.

SOUTHWESTERN CATTLEMEN AGREE TO 
SEND THEIR STOCK TO THIS CITY. 


— — — — 


The New Stock Yards Scheme Believed to Be 
Certain of Success—Farmers and Rauch- 
men Unite in an Agreement to Ship te St. 
Louis—Location ef the Yards. 


NSIDE of eighteen 
months there will un- 
questionably be a great 
change in the method 
of handling South west- 
ern cattle,’’ said 8. P. 
Burton of Wichita, who 
passed through the city 
this moruing on his way 
to Fort Worth. St. 
Louis bas hitherto been only a way station, or 
scarcely that, on the route from Texas, 
Kansas, Colorado and the Indian Territory to 
the East and its cattle trade has amounted to 
nothing. 
UNFORTUNATE DEBTORS. 

**This has been an injury tothecity, but it 
has also operated as a still greater injury to 
the cattlemen and has done much to enable 
the beef-canning syndicate to get control of 
the market and to set what prices they 
pleased on cattle. We who own cattle have 
recognized the fact that we have been placed 
at a great disadvantage by having 
been compelled to ship all our 
stock to Chicago, but until recently we have 
been in no position to help ourselves. People 
have often wondered why we did not take 
steps to make another market and relieve 
ourselves from the pressure brought to bear 
upon us to sell at inadequate prices. The 
explanation is to be found in the fact that a 
large number of the cattlemen have been 
heaylly in debt, that these debts have toa 
great extent passed into the bands of the men 
who belong to the beef combine, and that 
they put on the screw at the right time to 
foree tne ranchmen to sell at once, and in the 
only markets whera cash could be obtained 
for large numbers of cattle. If cattle were sent 
to Chicago, notes would be renewed, and if 
they were sold elsewhere foreclosures were 
certain to take place. I know that I was tied 
up in this way, and many more whom I could 
name. Now, however, there has been a 
general liquidation, and we can act as seems 
best for our interests. 

ALL FOR 8T. LOUIS. 

For the Southwestern cattlemen the course 
seems plain. Ouronly hope of getting fair 
prices for our beef is to belp to 
bulld up N market that 18 not 
controlled by the Armour combine, and the 
only city in which this can be done is St. 
Louls. Onemistake has been made which 
will be corrected. The corn-feeders and the 
grass-feeders have never acted together as 
they should have done, and the beef combine 
have been able to deal with each separately. 
Both parties are beginning to see that their 
interests are identical and in future will work 
together. I have just returned from a 
trip through Southern IIIinois, West- 
ern Kentucky and Tennessee, where 
] was in conversation with 
some of the best known cattle-breeders, and 
have a- number of signed agreements to the 
effect that ifstock yards are established in St. 
Louis that they will send their cattie to them. 
The Texas and Southern Colorado men have 
verv generally subscribed to a similar agree- 
ment, and the Southern Kansas men wili al- 
most without exception take the same course. 
We have arranged matters with St. Louis 
capitalists, and there is now scarcely a doubt 
that by the time the next cattle crop is ready 
that there will be yards here to receive it. 

LOCATION OF THE YARDS. 

At present it would be bad policy to state 
the details of what has been done, but the 
yards will not be far from the ’Frisco tracks, 
and willbe amply large to accommodate all 
the cattle sent. St. Louls capitalists are ready 
to furnish about three-fifths of the requisite 
capital, and the remaining two-fifths will be 
subscribed by the farmers and cattle-raisers. 
The amount to be expended has not yet been 
determined, but it will be between $800,000 
and $1,200,000. A number of the Merchants’ 
Bridge people are interested, and low rates 
will be secured over that bridge. The farmers 
are interested not simply as Owners of cattle, 
but as raisers of corn. One of the 
measures adopted by the owners of the 
Chicago Stock Yards to depress prices, has 
been the imposition of tremendous charges 
for feeding. In the new yards it will be the 
policy to lay in a large supply of corn, and to 
sellit atasmail advance over cost. This will 
give the corn raisers a market for their crop, 
and if there is any profit in feeding the cattle, 
a large percentage of it will be returned to 
the cattlemen in the shape of dividends, 
With so many different men, representing so 
many different branches of industry inter- 
ested, the scheme cannet fail of success.’’
